undertakes. 

The  tollowing  is  a  brief  recap  of  some  of  the  current  initiatives 
that  the  administration,  faculty-  and  staff  of  Saint  Augustine's 
(College  have  undertaken   since  F\'2()(K)  to  continue  the  mission  set 
forth  bv  our  founders: 

•  I'unding  ot  sponsored  program  and  research  grants  has  increased  dramaucally.  More  than  SB  million  in 
grants  and  awards  from  organizations  such  as  the  National  Science  Foundation  and  National  Institutes 
of  Health  and  the  U.S.  Department  of  Health  and  1  luman  Services  have  helped  to  strengthen  the 
college's  academic  offerings,  support  science  and  technologv  programs;  promote  research  in  the 
biomedical  and  behavioral  sciences,  and  increase  partnerships  within  the  greater  communitv. 

•  (Computer  lalis  have  been  installed  and/or  updated  in  the  Library,  the  Bo\-er  Education  Building,  the 
Cheshire  building,  and  the  Student  Development  Center  Laboratorv. 

•  The  l,ibrar\  has  been  expanded  and  updated,  and  more  than  S13U,U()()  has  been  invested  in  the  purchase 
ot  new"  volumes. 
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•  Fixtensive  renovations  to  manv  ot  I  he  buildings,  residence  halls  and  grounds  have  enhanced  the  campus. 

•  .Major  campus  upgrades  to  enhance  student  lite  include  new  furnishings  in  the  residence  halls,  the 
complete  renovation  of  Pimery  Gymnasium,  and  an  upgrade  of  the  Martin  Luther  King,  ]r.  Student 
Union.  Also,  a  Student  Living  &  Learning  Center  funded  bv  a  S2.5  million  National  Science  Foundation 
grant  provides  for  the  designation  of  a  floor  in  one  of  the  women's  and  one  of  the  men's  residence 
halls  for  science,  computer  science,  and  math  majors.  Students  living  on  these  designated  tloors  ha\e 
access  to  tutorial  services  and  computers  located  in  their  residence  hall  and  a  laboratory  in  the  science 
building. 

•  The  kickott  ot  our  135th  Founders  Celebration  resulted  in  a  record-breaking  5130,000,  and  a  pledge 
trom  Dr.  Maya  Angelou  to  "adopt"  Saint  Augustine's  College  and  bring  her  considerable  talents  to  bear 
to  advance  the  college's  mission  and  gcjals. 

•  ,\lumni,  corporate  and  foundation  giving  is  on  the  rise  as  major  donors  recognize  the  College's 
potennal.  Among  the  major  contributions  received  are  a  $750,000  gift  from  teh  Belk  Foundationto  build 
out  the  institution's  track  and  field  complex  and  a  $50(1,000  gift  from  Wachovia  Foundation  for 
scholarships  and  capital  improvements. 

•  File  college,  together  with  Drucker  &  balk's  Senior  Living  Division  and  Winston-Salem  based 
Diversified  Senior  Services  has  entered  preliminary  negotiations  to  establish  a  Senior  Retirement  Village 
on  the  Saint  Augustine's  College  campus  and  is  seeking  HUD  funds  to  support  the  effort.   The  planned 
first  phase  of  the  development  will  incorporate  140  units  of  independent  living  apartments  and  60  units 
of  assisted  living.   The  proposed  $15  million  pn)ject  will  be  situated  on  about  8  acres  in  the  northwest 
corner  of  Saint  Augustine's  College's  105  acre  campus.

Recently  selected  as  the  U.S.  Ohmpic  Men's  Head  Track  Coach 
for  the  2004  Summer  Games  in  Athens,  Coach  Williams  is  well 
known  tor  buildinu;  a  track  and  field  dynasty  at  Saint  Augustine's 
College. 

As  Head  Track  and  Field  (^oach  tor  both  men  and  women  at  the 
Colleee,  Williams's  teams  have  broutrht  24  N(].AA  Track  and  Meld 
Championships  to  the  College  and  produced  se\eral  world-class  athletes.  Three  ot  his  athletes 
won  gold  medals  at  the  2000  Olympic  games  in  S\'dney,  Australia:  Kenny  Brokenburr  ('93)  in  the 
4x100  meter  relay  anci  Antonio  Pettigrew  ('93)  and  )erome  Young  ('00)  in  the  4x100  meter  relay. 
Other  Saint  Augusdne's  College  athletes  coached  by  Williams  who  competed  in  the  2000 
Olympics  were:  Gabriel  Burnett  ('00)  who  represented  BarbadtfS  in  the  men's  1 10-meter  high 
hurdles;  Karlene  Haughton  ('96)  who  represented  (Canada  in  the  4x400-meter  relay;  hlorencia 
Hunt  ('00)  who  represented  Netherlands  Antilles  in  the  women's  800  meters;  and  Tan\a  Oxlei,' 
('02)  represented  Barbados  in  the  women's  400  meters  and  4x400-meter  relay. 


Williams  continues  to  coach  several  ot  t()da\'s  top  professional  runners,  including  400-meter 
competitors  Michele  Collins  who  finished  second  at  the  2002  LIS.  Championships  and  LaTasha 
Colander-Richardson,  a  2000  gold  medalist  in  the  1,600-meter  relay. 

Williams's  influence  as  teacher-mentor  extended  to  the  coaching  ranks  of  the  2000  ( )l\mpic 
Summer  Games.  Two  of  his  former  students  served  as  coaches  for  several  Olympic  athletes. 
Alumni  Trevor  Graham  ('89)  of  the  Durham  Striders  and  John  Burks  ('90)  of  Sprint  Capitol 
served  as  coaches  tor  athletes  such  as  Marion  Jones,  Tim  Montgomery,  Kennv  Brokenburr, 
Antonio  Pettigrew,  and  |crome  Young.  (loach  Williams  other  international  experiences  include 
serving  as  head  coach  of  men's  track  and  field  at  the  1999  World  Championships  in  Seville,  Spain 
and  assistant  coach  men's  track  and  field  at  the  1996  Olympic  Summer  Games  in  Atlanta, 
Georgia. 

Coach  Williams  can  boast  of  the  successes  of  his  athletes  off  the  track  as  well.  Not  onh'  has 
Saint  Augustine's  College  produced  numerous  world-class  athletes,  but  the  College  maintains   a 
95%  graduation  rate  among  scholarship  athletes  coached  by  Williams. 

Williams  is  the  recipient  of  more  than  90  National  Coach  of  the  Year  honors.  In  February,  2002, 
he  was  inducted  into  the  Central  Intercollegiate  Athletic  Association  Hall  of  Fame.

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In  the  Beginning:  Football  at  Saint  Augustine's  College 
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The  following  information  was  gathered 
from  a  transcription  of  an  audiotaped 
interview,  History  of  Saint  Augustine's  Colkge 
Athletics  by  Dr.  James  A.  Boyer  and  from  information 
provided  from  the  Falcon  Foundation.  The  interview 
was  conducted  by  Harvey  D.  Heartley,  St., 
former  basketball  coach  and  Athletic  Director 
and  Linda  Simmons-Henry,  then  Associate 
Director  of  the  Prezell  Robinson  Library. 
This  interview  of  President  Emeritus  James 
Boyer  took  place  in  his  home  July  25,  1997. 
Dr.  Bover's  remarks  are  italicized. 

The  first  recorded  Saint  Augustine's  College 
football  game  was  pla\'ed  against  a  Chapel  Hill 
club  team  on  Thanksgiving  Day  1899.  The 
contest  ended  in  a  5-5  tie.  Dean  Charles  H.  Boyer 
was  coach,  player  and  reporter  for  the  game. 

The  intercollegiate  football  program  at  Saint 
Augustine's  College  dates  back  to  1904,  initiated 
by  Professor  Charles  H.  Bo\er,  a  \'ale  Universir\' 
graduate  who  joined  the  faculr\'  in  1896.  Boyer, 
who  was  proficient  in  a  number  of  sports,  found 
a  void  at  Saint  Augustine's  College  when  he 
realized  there  were  no  intramural  or 
intercollegiate  athletics.  As  a  great  lover  of  sports, 
he  initiated  the  first  athletic  program  for  the 
College. 

He  brought  to  the  college  the  \ale  L'niversit\' 
colors  of  blue  and  white.  The  athletic  teams  were 
initially  called  the  Fighting  Saints.  According  to 
Dr.  James  Boyer,  who  served  as  president  of 
Saint  Augustine's  College  from  1954-1967  and  is 
now  deceased,  football  was  the  first  sport 
organized  b\'  the  \'oung  coach.  "In  the  first  years  of 
football  n'e  played  Shmv  Viiiversily,  Johnson  C.  Sw/th 
(then  Biddle  U/i/rers/ty),  and  Bennett  College,  which  no 
longer  has  a  football  team,  "  he  said.  "We  also  played 
Uvingstone  College,  1  irginia  Union  and  several  scltonls 
of  that  nature.  " 

Saint  Augustine's  College  was  state  champion 
in  football  from  1926-1928.  During  this  time  the 
team's  name  changed  to  the  Horses  and 
eventually,  in  1948,  the  Horses  became  known  as 
the  Saint  Augustine's  College  Falcons. 

Rarly  pioneer  coaches  included  Lester 
Granger,  who  came  from  Dartmouth  College, 
and  who  later  became  Assistant  Secretary  of  the 
Naw  during  World  War  II,  and  Lt.  Lawrence  A.

Oxiey  from  Harvard,  who  coached  both  football 
and  baseball.  George  Mitchell,  an  Ail-American 
graduate  from  Shaw  University,  coached  track, 
football  and  baseball.  Mitchell  was  the  first  to 
ha\e  an  athlete  appear  in  the  Penn  State  Relays. 

The  athletic  program,  run  on  a  shoestring 
budget,  was  primarily  funded  b\-  the  National 
Protestant  F^piscopal  Church  of  the  United 
States.  According  to  Bover,  there  were  few  federal 
funds  at  that  time.  "During  /he  early  years  there  nvre 
hardly  any  government  finds  for  things  of  that  sort,  "  he 
said.  "That  came  after  World  War  II.  " 

Among  the  most  notable  Saint  Augustine's 
College  football  players  was  Isaac  "Big  T" 
Lassiter  '6,^.  According  to  Boyer,  Lassiter  was  the  first 
"St  Aug"  athlete  to  make  a  professional  football  team. 
Another  "St.  Aug."  great  was  Roland  Mies,  who 
played  professionally  for  the  Canadian  Football 
League. 

Citing  budget  constraints,  the  college  ended 
the  football  program  in  1967.  In  2001,  after  more 
than  three  decades  without  a  football  team. 
President  Dianiie  Boardle\'  Suber,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  reinstated  the 
football  program  at  the  college.  By  December 
2(I(J1,  Michael  (^osta  was  hired  as  head  football 
coach. 

The  college  has  united  with  communit\-  friend 
Finloe  High  School  and  will  pla\-  all  home  games 
at  their  stadium.  With  the  addition  of  six 
assistant  coaches  and  offices  located  in  Lynch 
Hall,  the  revitalized  Falcon  tootbaU  program 
stands  ready  to  embark  on  the  tlrst  of  many 
fabulous  seasons  to  come.

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Saint  .Augustine's  College  never  had  a  mascot  to  perform  at 
games  until  alumnus  Mike  Phillips  '83  first  took  on  the  job  in 
1  ')80.   The  administration  gave  him  funds  to  cover  the  cost  of  a 
costume.  L'sing  his  creativity'.  Philips  created  his  own  outfit 
which  inclutled  a  blue  cape,  blue  tights  and  sneakers. 

At  his  1980  CL\A  Tournament  game  debut  in  Norfolk, 
\'irginia  as  described  bv  another  alumnus  —  Philips  came 
running  down  the  bleachers,  flapping  his  arms  as  if  he  was 
actually  fl\'ing. 

"One  thing  I  think  people  most  remember  about  me  is  mv 
slam  dunk  without  using  any  apparatus.  When  you  are  in 
costume,  that's  pretn-  hard,"  said  Phillips.  "Overall,  1  liked 
getting  the  crowd  h\ped  and  into  the  game.  Once  you're  into 
the  game,  you  become  the  school  and  that's  what  creates  school 
spirit.
